the beginning of March and finally, goalkeeper Lance Key, almost found 
himself in Europe next season when he assisted Irish club, Portadown, to 
win the Mid Ulster Cup during a 2 month loan period and his adopted side 
just failed to qualify for the UEFA* Cup. 

The Juniors team had an ordinary League campaign, finishing ninth of the* 
17 teams in the North Intermediate League, though at one time last 
October they languished in the bottom three. Their main downfall was an* 
Inability to score, finding the net just 36 times - only the bottom two 
sides scored fewer. Defensively, however, the Owls youngsters were very 
sound, conceding only the same number of goals, a total bettered only by 
Newcastle United. Michael MbVeigh scored a hat trick in the 4-0 win 
against local rivals, Sheffield United, over whom Wednesday achieved a 
League double, and another local result which gave great satisfaction was 
the convincing 4-1 win at Barnsley, the eventual League champions. 

It was in Cup 'competitions that the team excelled. Despite going out of 
the FA Youth Cup at an early stage to the eventual winners, Leeds United, 
Wednesday went on to beat Sunderland in a two legged final to lift the 
Northern Intermediate league Cup for the second time in four years - 
ironically it was also Sunderland who were defeated in 1989! It looked 
like they had left themselves with a lot to do after the first leg ended 
in a 1-1 draw at Hillsborough on May 7th with goal from Richard Curzon 
- remarkably his only goal of the season in i 8 appearances as a forward. 
They were wellon top after the first 20 minutes and had Sunderland 
hanging on for a long spell in the second half but the Roker lads came 
back and had three excellent chances to win in the last 15 minutes. 
Nevertheless, four days later Wednesday pulled of a great 3-1 win at 
Roker Park in the second leg to lift the trophy 4-2 on aggregate. They 
took the lead through lan Frank in the first half but Sunderland 
equalised with a goal by Craig Russell before half time. Then two goals 
from Darren Holmes capped a convincing display by the owls side. 

The youngsters came close to lifting a second trophy in an International 
Under 19 tournament in Romainvllle, near Paris. On Saturday, 29th May, 
they defeated Sarraata Varsovle of Poland by a single Richard Curzon goal 
and the same day beat the host club, Romainvllle, 2-0, Richard Curzon 
scoring twice this time. The following day they beat Club Sportif Sedan 
Ardennes of France by 2-0, Richard Curzon-again scoring along with Simon 
Stewart but in the final on Monday, 31st May they lost out on penalties 
to Prague Select from the Czech Republic after drawing 1-1 after extra 
time with an Ian Frank goal. They did, however, collect 2 trophies from 
the tournament, one for the most goals scored and one for the individual 
highest scorer, Richard Curzon - ironic in view of both Richard's and the 
team's lack of goals throughout their League season!
